Avoided State Gasoline Taxes, U. 
S. Attorney at Shreveport, 
La., Says. 

By the Associated Press. 

SHREVEPORT, La., June 18.— 
Fifty-one persons in five states were 
ordered arrested in what Federal 
District Attorney, Harvey G. Fields 
termed a fraud and conspiracy in 
the shipment of oil from Shreve- 
port. 

Fields charged that the defend- 
ants shipped to five Southern States 
tank cars of gasoline labeled as re- 
fined oil and distillate, with intent 
to defraud the states out of gaso- 
line taxes; that they made false 
bills of lading on the cars; that 
they failed to mark the cars con- 
taining explosives, in violation of 
Federal statute, and that they con- 
spired against the laws of the Unit- 
ed States, in violation of the crim- 
inal code. 

He said he would present’ the 
charges to the grand jury at a 
special session of District Court 
Monday. A number of _ those 
charged have already been arrest- 
ed and bonded. 

Defendants are from states of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Florida and Tennessee and include 
owners, managers, operators and 
employes of both bulk and retail 
oil stations.

NEBRASKA SHERIFF KILLED

Body Found by Searching Party 
After 24 Hours; Constable 
With Him Wounded.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—Philip 

Murray, leader of the C I O Steel 

Workers’ Organizing Committee, 


appearing as a witness before the 
Senate Postoffice Committee, called 
on the Senators to summon _ the 
heads of the four companies in- 
volved in the Mid-Western steel 
strike and the Mayor and the Chief 
of Police of Chicago in order “to 
get a complete picture of the 
strike.” 

He demanded that the Senate 
Postoffice Committee subpena cor- 
poration records which he said 
“will reveal how Many company 
spies and police there are on the 
payroll” and “how much corporate 
funds have been spent for guns and 
ammunition and . , . the importa- 
tion of thugs and gunmen.” 

In return, Murray promised _ to 


turn over a full statement of re-| 


ceipts and expenditures of his 
union and a list of persons who 
he asserted could testify about “the 
illegal and unlawful tactics on the 
part of the steel corporation offi- 
cials and local officials, in their 
combined attempt to break the 
present steel strike.” 

Murray accused Tom Girdler, 
head of the Republic Steel Cor- 
poration of concealing purchases of 
armaments. 

Murray continued his testimony 
before the Senate committee. He 
said: 

“Tom Girdler has been ordered 
by two courts during the past week 
to produce these records, and he 
has defied both of them. 

“Why is he so fearful to show 
these books and records? Will they 
reveal a story which even Tom 
Girdler realizes might be too horri- 
fying for the American public? 

Questioned by Bailey. 

Senator Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, asked Murray whether 
there had been an agreement be- 
tween the steel unions and the com- 
panies. 

Murray replied that would “de- 
pend on what you might call an 
agreement.” He explained that there 
had been an “expression of willing- 
ness” on the part of the company 
on certain terms but that the em- 
ployes insisted that unless the terms 
were in writing such terms would 
be subject to conflicting interpreta- 
tions. 

“The management made an offer 
and you rejected it on the ground 
it wasn’t in writing?” Bailey asked. 
“Certainly,” Murray answered. 

At Bailey’s request, Murray 
agreed to file a copy of the terms 
of the agreement with the commit- 
tee. 

. Bailey raised the question of 

whether the steel workers had a 
legal majority of workers until an 
election had been held by the La- 
bor Relations Board. 

Murray contended the law did 
not require an election unless there 
was dispute over majority repre- 
sentation. 

He testified cards were signed 
by 80 per cent of the workers in the 
four plants and that a petition for 
an election was pending before the 
Labor Board. 

Chairman McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, of the committee, inter- 
rupted the discussion to say Mur- 
ray had read only a few pages of 
his prepared statement, and that if 
other witnesses were to be heard, 
questioning of Murray would have 
to be postponed. 

Bailey said he would discontinue 
his extensive questioning. 

Demands for Records. 

Murray said the company records 
had been demanded in a stockhold- 
ers’ suit in Cleveland and in a War- 
ren (O.) injunction suit filed by the 
company itself. 

Girdler submitted nothing but a 
memorandum of munitions in his 
Warren and Niles plant, Murray 
said, adding they showed the cor- 
poration had purchased 3000 rounds 
of ammunition, 600 tear gas bombs 
and projectiles, 20 shotguns, 30 re- 
volvers and 10 gas guns. 

Murray insisted the refusal 


sign a written agreement with the 
union was the only obstacle to an 
immediate settlement of the strikes 
and that their counter proposal of 
a verbal agreement was “utterly im- 
practicable.” 

“Why, in one steel plant there are 
229 different wage classifications,” 
he declared. “Men working at the 
same bench on the same job are 
getting different rates of pay. The 
situation is so full of inequities that 
it presents the most distorted wage 
picture in the United States. 

“You can't approach an adjust- 
ment of such intricate problems 
without something in writing to 
guide you.” 

Murray declared the union had 
never demanded a closed shop, and 
that it wanted to represent only its 
own members.

WOUNDED STRIKER 
AT CHICAGO SUES 
POLICE FOR $50,000 


Commissioner and Two Cap- 
tains Named in Legal Ac- 
tion After Shooting. 


CHICAGO, June 18.—Alleging he 
was shot in the abdomen when po- 
lice fired into steel] strikers Memo- 
rial day, Frank Skultety, 23 years 
old, filed suit in Circuit Court here 
today for $50,000 damages, naming 
as defendants Police Commissioner 
James P. Allman, Supervising Capt. 


James Mooney and Capit. Thomas 
Kilroy. 

Nine persons were injured fatally 
and 100 others were hurt in the 
shooting and clubbing of strikers 
and strike sympathizers near the 
Republic Steel Corporation’s plant 
in South Chicago. 

‘Skultety’s complaint sets forth 
that he was shot and permanently 
incapacitated while he was “walk- 
ing in a peaceful manner in the 
vicinity of 117th street and Green 
Bay avenue.” 

Police said their records showed 
Skultety was charged with “con- 
spiracy to commit an illegal act,” 
and had been granted a jury trial. 
They identified him as a striking 
crane worker employed by Repub- 
lic Steel.

FORMED IN BAHAMAS 


Treasury Gives Congressional 
Committee Information on 
American Interests There. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—The 


Treasury filed with the Congress- 
ional Tax Investigating Committee 
today a statement showing officers 
and stockholders of corporations 
formed in the Bahama Islands by 
Americans from Jan. 1, 1935 to May 
1, 1937. 

Some of the corporations were 
mentioned in today’s committee 
hearing on tax evasions and avoid- 
ances. 

Treasury officials emphasized to 


reporters that some of the corpora- 
tions probably were created for le- 
gitimate business purposes. They 
said because a person’s name ap- 
peared it did not mean necessarily 
that he might be classed as a tax 
dodger. 

The list showed that National In- 
vestments, Lid., had been formed 
with a capital of $3,000,000, with 
30,000 shares of stock. Of the lat- 
ter, 22,649 were issued and $2,264,- 
900 paid in. 

George Westinghouse Jr. of Sa- 
ainichton Postoffice, Saainichton, 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia, 
was listed as holding 22,645 shares. 
Miss Agnes Sylvia Westinghouse, 
Miss Violet Louisa Westinghouse, 
Richard Laurence Westinghouse 
and Harold Westinghouse, all of 
the same address, were listed as 
holding one share each. 

In a memorandum of association 
dated Sept. 27, 1935, George West- 
inghouse Jr., gave his address as 
Seabold postoffice, Seabold, Wash- 
ington, U. S. A. 

Nassau Securities, Ltd., in a state- 


ment dated June 20, 1936, showed 
it had been capitalized for $50,000 
with 500 shares. Five shares were 
issued, one each to Wallace Groves, 
44 Wall street, New York, presi- 
dent, treasurer and director, and 
Albert A. Sommerwerck of the same 
address, secretary and director. Res- 
idents of the Bahamas comprised 
the three remaining directors and 
held one share each. 

An annual statement, dated April 
7, 1937, showed Western Securities, 
Ltd., had a capital stock of 20,000 
(British) pounds, divided into 2000 
shares of +10 each. 

Anthony Joseph Drexel held one 
share and Marjorie Gould Drexel 
1881. They gave their address as 
Nassau, Bahamas, and Drexel] was 
listed as a retired banker and pres- 
ident and director of the company. 

The other 18 shares were held by 
Bahama individuals.

TO KEEP ROAD OPEN 
WEST OF BILBAO

two suburbs of Bilbao had been de- 
stroyed. 

This insurgent column, part of 
the Italian troops of the Black Ar- 
row brigade based on Plencia, was 
moving toward a junction with a 
Southern army, already well across 
the Nervion and moving northward 
in a flanking movement to take the 
Basque hill positions from the rear. 

Another column of Black Arrows 
turned south from Las Arenas, 
swept through the villages of El 
Desierto, Aspe, Urchazaga, Aldico- 
larri and Lano for a meeting with 
the center wing operating from 
Galdacano, five miles southeast of 
Bilbao, to Begona, the suburb which 
lies just across the Nervion from 
the city. 

An insurgent communique de- 
clared the heights of Archanda had 
been captured after heavy artillery 
and planes raked the positions with 
shells and bullets. Mount Archanda 
was the pivotal point of the Basque 
third line of defense and its cap- 
ture completed the domination of 
the east bank of the Nervion. 

The swift attack of the Black 
Arrows was reported to have forced 
the Basque defenders to flee up the 


‘slopes and intrench themselves in 


the casino which is the terminus of 
the cable railroad. There, in their 
prepared positions, the Basques 
raked the insurgents with machine- 
gun fire and halted the advance un- 
til planes and heavy artillery began 
dropping shells and bombs on the 
casino.

He said they were dis- 
tributed in this manner: The 
Bahama Islands, 94; Newfoundland, 
202; Panama, 46, and Prince Ed- 
ward Island, 243. 

An examination of financial con- 
ditions in these places, Irey said, 
showed no justification for the es- 
tablishment of so many corpora- 
tions of that type. Some, however, 
he said, were created for legitimate 
business purposes. 

He said it was very difficult to 
check the precise character of the 
corporations because their directors 
and stockholders were “dummies.” 


One Attorney’s Work. 


Economic conditions in the places 
he named, Irey said, “clearly indi- 
cate” that a great majority of the 
corporations must have been 
formed for purposes of tax avoid- 
ance or evasion.

Since the 
start of 1934, however, he said 
about 122 corporations had been 
created. These, he added, did not 
include those definitely identified 
as for legitimate business purposes. 

As examples of some of the 
firms, he named Southern Securi- 
ties, Ltd.; Foley Securities, Ltd.; 
United Securities, Ltd.; Foreign In- 
vestments, Ltd.; Bahamas Invest- 
ments, Ltd.; Schick Industries, 
Ltd.; Schick Shaver, Ltd. and 
Schick International, Ltd.

49 MILES AN HOUR 


ON EXPRESS HIGHWAY = 


Speed Limit Bill Approved By 
Traffic Committee 
of Aldermen. 


A bill permitting a speed of 45 
miles an hour on the express high- 
way through Forest Park was ap- 
proved today by the traffic com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman William J. Warnick, 
chairman of the committee, said 
it was expected that the bill would 
be enacted and become effective by 
July 15, when it is planned that 
the last section of the express high- 
way, from Kingshighway to Van- 
deventer avenue, will be completed 
and open to traffic. 

The regular 30-mile-an-hour speed 
limit applicable to all city streets 
has been enforced on the express 
highway in spite of the elimination 
of intersections. 

The committee also voted to re- 
port unfavorably the “jay-walking” 
bill which would provide a fine of 
$5 to $500 for pedestrians ignoring 
electric traffic signals or the direc- 
tions of traffic policemen. 

Lawrence P. Walsh, vice-presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen and 
a lawyer, said such an ordinance 
would be unenforcable and might be 
abused as a defense in damage 
suits.

Federal Trade Commission 


Charges Manufacturers 
and Distributors Con- 
spired to Fix Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 18. — The 
Federal Trade Commission charged 
yesterday that manufacturers and 


distributors controlling virtually 
the entire national supply of win- 
dow glass have conspired to 
monvupolize the business. They also 
were accused of conspiring to fix 
discriminatory prices tending to 
increase the cost of glass to the 
public. 

The complaint contended that the 
nine leading manufacturers in the 
United States had conspired since 
1935 to fix prices and contro] dis- 
tribution of their , roducts. 

They are alleged to have adopted 
a plan of dividing glass purchasers 
into “qauntity buyers” who buy sev- 
eral carloads a year and “carload 
buyers” who buy less. The fac- 


tories sell only to the larger buyers ' 


at uniform prices and force the 
small purchasers to seek their glass 
supply from the larger dealers, the 
commission complained. 

It also alleged that small buyers 
must pay prices arbitrarily fixed 
at 7% per cent more than _ the 
factory price to large dealers and 
that the large dealers must split 
this margin of profit at the rate of 
2% per cent to the manufacturer 
and 5 per cent for themselves. 

The “quantity buyers” are al- 
leged to be represented in this 
arrangement by the National Glass 
Distributors’ Association, composed 
of about 150 ‘wholesalers in all 
parts of the country.

The cause of the explosion, which 
occurred at 3:30 p. m., has not been 
determined, the Ministry stated. 


Indalecio Prieto, Minister of De- 
fense, flew at once from Valencia 
to Cartegena, about 150 miles to the 
southwest. He visited wounded in 
hospitals and ordered an immediate 
investigation. 

The explosion occurred while the 
battleship was undergoing repairs. 
It started a fire, ich caused con-

He was also said 
to have taken pictures of other 
units of the Government navy in 
Cartagena harbor. 


Since the Espana was sunk April 
30 in the Bay of Biscay the Jaime 
I had been the only battleship in 
the civil war. The Espana and 
Jaime I were sister ships. The in- 
surgents seized the former early in 
the war. When she was sunk the 
Government said she had been hit 
by Government air bombers. The 
insurgents said she hit a mine. 

The Jaime I was completed in 
September, 1914. She is of 16,140 
tons displacement fully loaded, 
carries eight 12-inch guns and 20 
four-inch guns, has a speed of about 
20 knots and normally carries 854 
officers and men. 

Twice in the last two months she 
had figured in the naval war around 
Spain’s coasts. She was bombed by 
insurgent airplanes in Almeria har- 
bor on the Mediterranean last 
month. Insurgent claims she had 
been seriously damaged then were 
denied by the Valencia Govern- 
ment, which admitted, however, 
there had been some casualties 
among her crew. 

In April she was forced aground 
off the southern coast of Spain by 
the insurgents’ cruiser Canarias.

CHARGES NAZIS HAVE 
SEIZED 300 PASTORS 


The Rev. Martin Niemoeller 
Tells of Arrests of Protest- 
ants Since 1933. 


py the Associated Press. 
‘BERLIN, June 18.—More_ than 


500 pastors of the Protestant Con- 
fessional Synod have been arrested 
under Nazi rule, the Rev. Martin 
Niemoeller, leader of Protestant op- 
position to Government domination 
of the church, charged today. 

Most of them, he said, were ar- 
rested soon after .he Nazis rose 
to power in 1933. Almost all were 
finally released until a new wave 
of arrests began recently. Between 
20 and 30 were in the most recent 
group of arrested clergymen, he 
said. 

The Rev. Mr. Niemoeller laid a 
new challenge before Nazi official- 
dom with a declaration last night 
the church would never be fitted 
into a political framework. 

He told a congregation in the 
residential suburb of Wildersdorf 
he understood authorities had set 
the Evangelical Church elections 
for June 27 “now that the whole 
directorate of the whole confes- 
sional church has been suppressed.” 

After listing more oppositional 
pastors he said had been ar- 
rested, expelled, or barred from 
their pulpits, and charging the of- 
fice of the Prussian Council of 
Brethren had been sealed up by 
the authorities, paralyzing its 
labors, the pastor declared: 

“The elections are the reverse of 
free. Only the enemies of the 
church have a free hand. If the 
object is that the church is to be 
fitted into a political framework, 
the answer can only be: No! 

“For then the Evangelical Church 
would be left under the guidance 
of those whom Christ called ‘false 
shepherds and hirelings.’ Any re- 
organization of the church only can 
be affected from the standpoint 
that God alone is Lord of the 
church.”

Mayor Disclaims Any Part 
in Making Promotions— 


Governor in No Hurry to 
Fill Igoe’s Place. 


Police Department officers who 
had felt some uneasiness since the 
new Board of Police Commission- 
ers changed high-ranking personnel 
at a special meeting last Tuesday, 
were put at their ease yesterday 
when they were told at the board’s 
regular meeting that no demotions 
were contemplated. 

The statement was made by 
Frank B. Coleman, vice-president 
and purchasing member of the new 
board, in the course of his remarks 
to captains commanding the 14 po- 
lice districts who had been asked 
to appear at headquarters to meet 
the members of the new board. His 
talk also scotched rumors that im- 
portant changes in the Detective 
Bureau were under consideration. 

“No Demotions Contemplated.” 

“The board does not contemplate 
any demotions,” Coleman told the 
captains after each of them, in 
turn, had stepped forward and sa- 
luted as he was introduced. “You 
may carry that word down the line. 

“The promotions that have been 
made and any that may be made in 
the future are for recognition of 
efficiency. Merit is the sole consid- 
eration. We don’t care what your 
political, lodge or religious affilia- 
tions may be. We shall recognize 
efficiency, and efficiency alone.” 

Coleman recognized the leader- 
ship of Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, 
president of the new board, who 
had been a member of the board 
which it succeeded. St. Louis and 
the Police Department, Coleman 
said, were “fortunate to have an 
outstanding man in the position of 
president who is willing to devote 
his time;to police matters.” 

As a memebr of the old board, 
Lambert devoted most of his time 
to police matters, with particular 
attention to traffic problems. The 
salary of a commissioner is $1000 
a year. 

Further recognition of Lambert’s 
position as unquestioned head of 
the board, in fact as well as by 
designation, was made yesterday by 
Mayor Dickmann, ex-officio mem- 
ber. 

Mayor’s Statement. 

“I was not responsible for the 
changes in rank made by the 
board,” the Mayor told the district 
Captains. “All recommendations 
were made by Maj. Lambert and 
approved by the other members of 
the board.” , 

Among the promotions which re- 
sulted from the application of Chief 
of Police John J. McCarthy for re- 
tirement and his replacement with 
‘his Assistant Chief, John H. Glassc, 
'was that of Lieut. Herman Eilers, 
uncle of the Mayor, who was made 
a Captain. 

Mayor Dickmann urged increased 
attention to traffic problems and 
efforts to decrease the number of 
automobile deaths. The district 
Captains were urged to make even 
the men of the beats “traffic con- 
scious” and to instruct them to 
rigidly enforce regulations. 

Samuel H. Liberman, who met 
many of the Captains for the first 
time as a member of the new board, 
spoke briefly. 

Lambert made no remarks touch- 
ing on policy, merely introducing 
the Captains and other members 
of the board. 

Igoe’s Place Unfilled. 

Gov. Stark, busy at Jefferson 
City yesterday considering bills 
passed by the recently-adjourned 
Legislature, said he was in no haste 
to appoint a board member to suc- 
ceed William L. Igoe, anti-Dick- 
mann leader and president of the old 
board, who resigned from the new 
board last Saturday. His resigna- 
tion was sent to the Governor the 
day after the new board had been 
sworn in and had replaced Igoe’s 
personal friend and political ally, 
John A. Lynch, as secretary of the 
board, appointing Frank D. Sulli- 
van, Dickmann follower. Lambert 
also announced at the first meet- 
ing his plans for replacing Chief 
McCarthy. 

Igoe’s withdrawal, as told yes- 
terday, was due to the summary 
action of Lambert in making 
‘changes after taking charge as 
|president of the board. 
| Gov. Stark said the vacancy on 
the board would not be filled for 
| several weeks.

Bonthron and Lovelock 
Have Quit Track.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 18.— 
He set the world record of 4:06.7 
in winning the first Princeton in- 
vitation mile race three years ago. 
Yet barrel-chested Glenn Cunning- 
ham, whose flying spikes have 
tossed cinders into the eyes of 
untold rivals, otherwise has been 
singularly unsuccessful on the Pal- 
mer Stadium track. 

In 1935, when New Zealand's 
blond, reedy Jack Lovelock was the 
winner in 4:11.2, Cunningham 
trailed him by 12 yards, Bill Bon- 
thron by two. In June of last year 
his 4:13.6 for second place was two- 
tenths of a second off the victori- 
ous pace of Gene Venzke. 


Last October, when a crack field 
of milers entertained the crowd 
between the* halves of _ the 
Princeton-Williams football game, 
it was Archie San Romani, another 
but smaller Kansan, who broke the 
tape in 4:09, with Lovelock second 
and Cunningham third by four full 
seconds. 


Tomorrow big Glenn, who has all 
the mannerisms of a high-spirited 
horse while he’s warming up for a 
race, again will face the starter in 
Princeton’s horseshoe’ stadium. 
Lovelock won’t be there, nor* will 
Bonthron. Both have quit competi- 
tive running. 


But San Romani will be back, 
seeking the honor of being the first 
man to repeat in this classic test. 
Venzke, too, will be on hand, with 
Luigi Beccali of Italy, and the new- 
est threat to the Cunningham-San 
Romani-Kansas domination of the 
mile, Don Lash of Indiana. 

The sandy-haired Hoosier, who 
whipped Beccali and Venzke in a 
“special” at the Penn Relays in 
April, is in fine shape after work- 
ing out daily since his arrival last 
Monday, despite reports that he 
would withdraw from the meet to 
undergo an appendicitis operation. 

It is Lash’s second venture at the 
distance on this track. He was a 
starter last October, but withdrew 
after sustaining an injury on the 
first lap. 


In last June’s invitation, he cut 
the world record for the two-mile 
to 8:58, then came back in July 
and the National A. A. U. cham- 
pionships to set an American rec- 
ord at three miles while winning 
the 10,000-meter title, and set a new 
meet record in winning the 5000 
meters. 


His best time for the mile this 
spring was the 4:09.7 performance 
he delivered for Indiana in a tri- 
angular meet last month. 

The mile, as usual, will be the 
final event on tomorrow’s program. 
The pole vaulters will begin their 
long sessions at 3 p. m. St. Louis 
time with the first race, the two- 
mile, at 3:15, followed by the 220- 
yard low hurdles, half-mile, two- 
mile steeplechase, quartermile and 
mile,

UF ITALIANS IN SPAIN 


Premier Blames Italian High 
Command—He Assails Press 
of Britain and France. 


By JOHN T. WHITAKER. 

(Copyright, 1937, New York Tribune, Inc.) 

ROME, June 18.—The Italians 
killed in the Spanish civil war bat- 
tle near Guadalajara three months 
ago will be vindicated, Premier 
Benito Mussolini declared yester- 
day in an unsigned but much ad- 
vertised article in the Milan news- 
paper Il Popolo D’Italia and added, 


“When, where and how, it is not 
now possible to say, but it is as 
certain as a dogma of our faith.” 

Giving what purported to be the 
first accurate account of the worst 
disaster suffered by the Italians 
fighting for the rebels in Spain, 
Mussolini said the British and 
French press, “Jackals in Human 
Form,” as he described them, “went 
after the pure blood of Italian 
youth as if it were whisky.” 

In the article there was the note 
of a threat not only against Spain 
but also against Great Britain and 
France. Observers thought that 
this renewal of Fascist press at- 
tacks on the democracies came 
from the new confidence felt here 
since the Russians executed eight 
of their best Generals and the 
French Government moved into a 
serious crisis. 


Italian Command at Fault. 


Mussolini said in his article that 
there were “hundreds and hun- 
dreds” of Italians ki ed at Guada- 
lajara, as well as 2000 wounded, 
and that the fault lay with the 
Italian high command, which 
started to withdraw its troops at a 
moment of crisis, just on the verge 
of a victory. 

There was no reason which could 
explain the retreat, Mussolini said, 
and the General in charge admitted 
later that he had acted precipitate 


ly. 

The Italian troops had “fought 
like lions,” according to Mussolini, 
and there were thousands of men 
in reserve to support them. The 
Legionnaires under this General, 
who himself had given proof of

Purposes of Wagner Labor Act 
Expounded by Author of Law 


| 


Senator Thinks Refusal to Sign Agreements. 
to Bargain With Employes May Violate 
Bad Faith Clause. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—Senator 
Robert F. Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, in a letter addressed to the 
New York Times and published to- 
day on its editorial page, said the 
refusal of employers to sign col- 
lective bargaining agreements may 
violate the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act through “bad faith.” 

The author of the Wagner Labor 
Act wrote an explanation of his 
views of the purposes of the act 
and their relation to written agree- 
ment. He said he did not wish, 
however, to take a stand “upon the 
merits in any particular pending 
controversy.” 

He assailed the “wholly  anti- 
social industrial policy” of em- 
ployers who refused written con- 
tracts “as a token of their adamant 
determination not to accord to the 
properly selected representatives of 
their workers*the same dignity and 
standing which they accord to 
others with whom they do busi- 
ness.” 

He said “this practice must be 
crushed before we can have indus- 
trial peace.” 


“While it is not a violation of the 
National Labor Relations Act to 
fail to reach an agreement,” said 
Senator Wagner, “it is a violation 
of the act to refuse to try in good 
faith to reach an agreement 
through collective bargaining 
stead of strife.” 

From this premise, he concluded 
that whether refusal to sign a writ- 
ten agreement is a violation “de- 
pends on the facts of a particular 
case.” 


If a written contract is refused 
when a collective bargaining agree- 
ment is reached, he said, the em- 
ployer “is not trying in good faith 
to reach an agreement and he is 
violating the ac..” 

The Senator said that in “a large 
industrial dispute, an oral agree- 
ment is no agreement.” 

He pointed out that “modern” 
wage and hour schedules “involve 
hundreds or even thousands of 
words and figures” and said unless 
the agreement is written it would

AIGUES-VIVES, France, June 18. 
—Gaston Doumergue, 73 years old, 
former President and twice Pre- 
mier of France, died today in his 
native village. He succumbed sud- 
denly shortly before 9 a. m. to an 
embolism, a physician said. 

He came to Aigues-Vives Tuesday 
from his home at Tournefeuille for 


a week’s pilgrimage to the old 
home of his family here. On awaken- 
ing this morning, his widow said, 
Doumergue seemed to be feeling 
well and showed no sign of illness. 
A little later, however, he suddenly 
told his wife he felt ill. He fainted 
and died without regaining con- 
sciousness. 

He had lived in retirement among 
the’ vineyards of his countryside 
since he slipped quietly out of Paris 
Nov. 15, 1934, at the end of his 
second term as Premier. 

“Papa” Doumergue, as he was 
known throughout France, was 
elected to the presidency in 1924.

Garner’s intimates tell conflicting 
stories as to why the astute Texas 
politician hurried to his home in 
Uvalde, after a White House con- 
ference. Some say that he will 
not be back this session unless he 
receives a specific request from the 
President and others stoutly main- 
tain that, he told them that he 
would be back within three weeks, 
Democratic Committee officers say 
“Garner is Garner and we're not 
worried.” 

Influence to Be Missed. 

Whatever Garner’s motive in leave 
ing at this particular time when 
the prestige of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration is at stake over the 
Supreme Court, the wages. and 
hours and relief legislation, Gar- 
ner’s influegpce will be missed in 
the Senate, where he is more than 
a mere presiding officer.

In Behalf of Taum Sauk. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Y OUR editorial, “Don’t Spoil Tom (it 
is “Taum,” not “Tom,” regardless of 


' topographical sheets) “Sauk,” was one 


of the grandest we have seen for some 
time. Each year we see civilization rip- 
ping inte our favorite retreats with the 
result of something resembling an open 
wound, A little over 10 years ago, one 
had only to go 25 or 50 miles to find 
himself in an isolated country. Now this 
same district is interwoven with high- 
ways. 

Now, we don’t renounce good roads, 
but why so many? Why pour cement 
over every cowpath in the Ozarks when 
all it does is to bring lumbermen who 
strip the hillsides of their garlands? Each 
year we are finding it more and more 
difficult to escape civilization. We had 
choice spots surprisingly close to St. 
Louis when, like hungry swine, strange 
people invaded this, our domain. We 
watched with sorrowful eyes, then moved 
farther on. 

In this way, we discovered lonesome 
Taum Sauk, and how we delight in being 
He is not. dignified 
nor is he friendly—he is just something 
there defying time. But when he casts 
a glance toward Graniteville and other 
nearby places where the greed of man 
has wrought havoc, he shivers a bit. 
He could easily be next. 

There is a road to Taum Sauk, though 
it is not a road for your shiny high- 
There is a species 
of time-worn and rattling car which 
plunges over the rough spots when there 
are no washouts. The best way to get 
there is to hike the 10,miles from Iron- 
ton. We have done this often and have 
made what we believe to be the only 
motion picture of Taum Sauk and its 
beautiful barriers on the East Fork of 
Black River, known as the Shut-Ins. 

The reason there is no good road to 
Taum Sauk is because the region is the 
roughest in all of Missouri. All the hill- 
sides are steep, making a terrific wa- 
tershed and when it rains, floodwa- 
ter tears into the road in one place and 
piles it high with boulders in another. 
With this in mind, I asked a native 
around Munger (a farm settlement be- 
low Taum Sauk) how soon the State 
was going to put a highway through. He 
spat contemptuously and said, “When 
they have enough money to tame Black 
River, they'll be putting a highway 
through and there ain’t that much money 
in Missouri yet!” 

However, we are still afraid someone 
is going to do something about Taum 
Sauk’s remoteness. And the farmers at 
the base who think nothing of your 
climbing their fences to walk through 
their property will have “KEEP OUT” 
signs nailed every 10 feet. It happens 
in the best of places.

A Disturbing Philosophy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent decision of the administra- 
tion of the Municipal Auditorium to 
limit automobile parking in the streets 
indicates a disturbing social philosophy. 
It is a truism that the designers of our 
cities did not anticipate the prob- 
lem raised by the modern use of the 
automobile. If they had, the streets 
would have been made wide enough to 
take care of the traffic. Furthermore, 
since the cities encourage the aut®mobiles 
to enter, it is equally their function to 
provide places for the automobiles to 
stay after they get there. Private park- 


A NATION-WIDE PROBLEM. 

Missouri has just seen the adjournment of a Legis- 
lature that wrote a record of tremendous failure. 
It was a session shameful for its extravagance, its 
neglect of needed reforms, its increasing of taxes 
and creation of political jobs, its dawdling and time- 
killing, its disregard of the people’s interests. But 
this low caliber of performance is not exclusive to the 
Missouri Legislature. We reprint on this page today 
comment from journals in 10 of the states which had 
legislative sessions this year, and all repeat the criti- 
cisms heard in Missouri, or even go further. 

Legislatures got themselves into hopeless jams of 
debate. They obeyed the wheedlings of lobbyists 
rather than the mandate of their constituents. They 
increased taxes right and left, and voted perquisites 
to themselves and their hangers-on. They had no 
rational program, and enacted trivial laws while 
letting major needs go unfilled. They left huge piles 
of work undone, and in some states had to be called 
back for special sessions. 

What ails the state Legislatures? James Bryce 
summed it up almost 50 years ago. “The real blem- 
ishes in the conduct of state government,” he wrote, 
“are all found in the composition or conduct of the 
Legislatures.” He listed these blemishes (and they 
still exist today): 

Inferiority in point of knowledge, of skill, and 
sometimes of conscience, of the bulk of men who 


fill these bodies. 
Improvidence in matters of finance. 
Heedlessness in passing administrative bills. 
Want of proper methods for dealing with local 


and special bills. 
Failure of public opinion adequately to control 


legislation, and particularly special bills. 

What is the remedy? One is, of course, the election 
of better-type men to the Legislatures, as the Balti- 
more Sun suggests. Too many incompetents and po- 
litical hacks, failures at other pursuits, are elected 
for want of better material. Good government de- 
mands that capable and conscientious persons offer 
themselves for these posts, even at the sacrifice 
of personal convenience: 

Another remedy has come over the horizon: the 
unicamerial Legislature experiment in Nebraska. It 
is too early for a final verdict, but its first session 
showed a healthy attendance to business, elimination 
of log-rolling and buck-passing and commanded a 
higher type of membership. Certainly the exhibitions 
cited on this page are no indorsement of the two- 
chamber plan. The prospect of benefits, as shown 
in Nebraska, should bring an overwhelming tide for 
the one-chamber Legislature over the nation. 

The breakdown of state legislative systems, in Mis- 
gouri as elsewhere, is a vital challenge to the public’s 
self-interest. If, in spite of the fact that they are 
being robbed and cheated by their faithless repre- 
sentatives, they continue to be indifferent, the people 
deserve the misrule they are getting. 
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DEATH OF THE DIGEST. 

An old friend, after many buffetings of fate, passes 

from the national scene with the sale of the Liter- 
ary Digest to the Review of Reviews. It was the 
election results of last November that dealt the 
coup de grace. The closeness with which the mag- 
azine’s straw polls forecast election returns from 
1920 on had created a tradition of infallibility, and 
its colossal flop in predicting the 1936 outcome top- 
pled the idol. Deep currents of political opinion, not 
to be gauged by skimming the surface, brought not 
only the Digest but the whole business of straw-bal- 
lot forecasting into ridicule. 
But changes in public taste were also in on the 
death. The Digest, founded in 1896, won its repute 
as a journal] of topical symposiums and general in- 
formation. “The Brooklyn Eagle says ... but on 
the other hand, the Tulsa World asserts ...” was 
the formula by which it presented the varying facets 
of opinion. In a faster-moving, perhaps less thought- 
ful, era, a new form came into favor: brisk, com- 
pact, often impudent news reporting, in which the 
magazine Time set the pace. The Digest sought 
to fall in line, with drastic revision of its style 
and content, but it was then merely a follower, no 
longer a leader. In its losing race for public fa- 
vor, circulation fell off, business office troubles de- 
veloped and the Roosevelt tidal wave inspired many 
predictions of the present result. 

The Digest in its heyday contributed mightily to 
public enlightenment and political debate, but its 
hardened arteries could not stand the-strain of 
latter-day competition. 7 
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ADDING TO MISSOURI’S DOMAIN.

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LOSSES FROM TWO LOOPHOLES. 
The numerous methods of Federal income tax 
evasion and avoidance have been summed up by 
President Roosevelt and by Secretary Morgenthau, 
and now the congressional inquiry is under way, with 
the object of documenting the charges with actual] 
cases, 

There is general agreement on the need for expos- 
ing and stopping these practices, as a matter of fair- 
ness to other taxpayers, as a matter of law enforce- 
ment, as a .natter of common honesty. The public 
wonders, however, just how much revenue has been 
lost through these abuses. Tax-dodging has caused 
“a very large percentage of the deficiency in reve- 
nues,” says Mr. Morgenthau. An unofficial report 
says Treasury officials estimate the loss so far un- 
covered in the 1936 returns at between $40,000,000 


and $50,000,000. 
Now let us look at another loophole, the avoidance 
of income tax by investment in tax-free securities.

More than 55 billions of these securities are out- 
standing, amd the revenue loss is estimated at be- 
tween $300,000,000 and a half-billion annually. 

Justice and fair play demand that the tax-evasion 
tricks noted by Mr. Roosevelt be ended. But let us 
not forget the biggest loophole of all, the tax-exempt 
bond, against which no action is being considered. 
The difference between $40,000,000 and $300,000,000 
(or more) shows their relative importance from the 
standpoint of revenue. 
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TIME TO CURTAIL THE FEDERAL BARGE LINE? 

Senator Copeland of New York, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Commerce, has announced that 
his committee will look into the advisability of cur- 
tailing the operations of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration, commonly known as the Federal barge line. 
Major-General Thomas Q. Ashburn, president of the 
line, has been directed to show cause why the Gov- 
ernment’s service on the Lower Mississippi, that is, 
south of St. Louis, should not be discontinued. 

The investigation is in order. The Federal barge 
line was established during the World War as an 
aid to transportation and has been maintained since 
then in order to re-establish commerce on the in- 
land waterways. When it was undertaken, no private 
company could hope to make a financial success of 
barge operation. Only an agency like the Federal 
Government could maintain service on such a scale 
as to recruit business, cheapen transportation costs 
and in time demonstrate the practicability to river 
shipping. Farmers, industrialists, commodity deal- 
ers, importers and exporters, all had to be shown. 

As the demonstration has proceeded, private wa- 
ter transportation companies have been set up along 
the river, as was the expectation. A dispatch from 
Cairo the other day told how one barge line had 
added 30 new barges this year, each capable of carry- 
ing 15 carloads of merchandise. If the practicability 
of private operation of barge lines has been proved, 
it is time for the Federal system to begin to curtail 
its operations. The Senate Commerce Committee’s 
hearings should collect the information upon which 
a sound judgment can be based. 

All parties concerned should approach the inquiry 
free from sectional or personal feelings and with a 
desire to see fairness done all around.

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PHARMACY BOARD PURGE. 

The outrageous conditions under which the prac- 
tice of pharmacy has been conducted in this State 
are swiftly being remedied. Gov. Stark has just 
announced that he will replace four of the five 
members of the Pharmacy Board which “supervised” 
the April examination of applicants, at which whole- 
sale cheating occurred. The State Legislature shortly 
before its adjournment passed a law that removes 
Missouri from the list of three states where gradua- 
tion from a recognized school of pharmacy is not 
a prerequisite to practice. 

One step now remains: re-examination of those 
who received permits while the cram schools flour- 
ished in this State and while examinations were 
conducted by board members whose negligence was 
later established by overwhelming evidence. The 
lives and health of Missourians will be safer as a 
result of these moves to keep incompetents from 
compounding medicines. 
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KNOX AND BLACKBURN. 

Knox and Blackburn, which observe their centen- 
nials this June, are not only two of Illinois’ oldest 
colleges. They are among its most distinguished. 

Knox, at Galesburg, was founded by pioneers from 
the East, who sought to establish a center of New 
England education on the frontier. Through the 
years, it has held fast to its liberal arts tradition. 
The result is that Knox is known today as a seat of 
learning, whereas many of its neighbors in the Mid- 
dle West have lost in prestige, thanks to dubious ven- 
tures in passing educational fads. 

Blackburn, at Carlinville, is recognized all over 
the country as one of the most successful] self-help 
colleges. Year in and year out, it demonstrates that 
students can perform manual work each day as an 
aid and a complement to study and mental develop- 
ment. Its curriculum teaches both the aristocracy 
of learning and the dignity of labor. 

In its State university and the University of Chi- 
cago, Illinois has two large educational institutions 
of justified renown. Knox and Blackburn operate on 
a smaller and less spectacular scale, but they fill an 
important place, nonetheless. 
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THE MERAMEC RIVER PATROL. 

No occasion is needed for such an expression of 
gratitude, but the community would be remiss if it 
did not pay particular attention to the good work 
of the Meramec River Patrol now embarked on its 
tenth season. Sponsored by the St. Louis Chapter of 
the American Red Cross, the patrol consists of 40 ex- 
pert swimmers who donate their services as life 
guards at public beaches along the Meramec on Sun- 
days and holidays. 

The presence of these volunteer guards is not 
only a protection for persons who are seized with 
cramps or otherwise become disabled in the water, 
but acts as a check upon efforts beyond the strength 
of amateurs and upon horseplay, which has no place 
along the Meramec. There doubtless are Sundays 
when members of the patrol make sacrifices to be at 
their posts. In any case, they perform a service for 
which the St. Louis area should be and is grateful. 
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WIRES FOR FATHER. 

The telegraph companies simply think of everything, 
and now one of them is out with a line of Father’s 
day greetings: 16 ready-made messages to save sons 
and daughters from the mental strain of composing 
their own. These run the gamut from merely get- 
ting notice of the day into the record to a fulsome 
oration that will give Dear Old Dad acute embarrass- 
ment or a superiority complex. Nothing frivolous 
among them, though. 

One message (No. 527) seems intended for a scion 
with something weighty on his conscience: “I thank 
you for the good example you have always set before 
your children and wish I had proved more worthy of 
it.” No. 523 is a bit obscure, also ungrammatical, but 
may conceal a sly dig at Mother’s day: “Of all the 
festivals of the year none comes so close to my 
grateful heart when I send my thoughts to you on 
Father’s day.” The telegraph office is prepared for 
all shades of opinion on the occasion. 

Some of the old telegraphic stand-bys for father are 
missing, such as: “Allowance used up: wire $50,” 
and “Got married at Waterloo last night.” But the

IN INDIANA.

| Ife eightieth session of the Indiana As- 

sembly will go into the records as the 
most extravagant in the history of the State. 
It will be known as the Assembly that had 
to find ways to finance the current political 
trend, and that time and again yielded to 
predatory lobbies that swarmed the State- 
house and seized the leadership from the 
elected delegates of the people. 


The budget is the highest in the history - 


of the State. It had to be to pay off the 
hordes of public employes that molest the 
people on all sides and reach into their 
pocketbooks every time they buy anything. 
Free-grabbing county officials met with little 
opposition and the township trustees ad- 
vanced their ambition to make political ma- 
chines of the schools and the helpless poor. 

There was no indication anywhere in the 
official or lobby leadership of the Assembly 
that the self-reliant, self-respecting, hard- 
working people of the State received any 
consideration. The general policy is to 
load this group with the feeding, housing and 
care of the unemployed and unemployable, 
and with a burden of superfluous public 
employes. No voice was lifted to warn that 
this cannot go on indefinitely.

When this 
group turns on its oppressors, as certainly 
it will, this Assembly will have to take 
much of the blame for the political up- 
heaval.

This is high ground. But no Sen- 
ator who takes it will ever be sorry 
that he took it. None will ever re- 
gret that he has been numbered 
among those who defended tri- 
umphantly the essential! principle of 
the American Government—that all 
men, all officials, all agencies of 

ent are under the law, and 
that, subject to the inalienable 
right of the sovereign people to 
amend the law, the law at any mo- 
ment is what independent Judges 
say it is. 

Standing on this ground, they will 
be standing where the liberators of 
mankind have stood for 300 years. 
They will be in good company, and 
they need have no qualms. For 
while there are sincere and earnest 
men who believe in this bill, they 
have been met in open debate, and 
so completely has the case for the 
bill been shattered that its nom- 
inal sponsors have been reduced to 
silence. The President’s supporters 
who voted for the bill have not 
even ventured to turn in a report 


‘rebutting the report of the ma- 


jority. 


No doubt the outcome is a shock 
to the administration. To have 
staked so much on such a daring 
gamble, and to have lost, is a seri- 
ous blow to its prestige. The real 
question for the President is 
whether he wishes to repair his po- 
sition or to make a bad situation 
worse. 

If he drives ahead, he will make 


it worse. For the men who have 
taken their stand against him on 
this issue have burned their bridges, 
and they know it. They realize 
quite well that if the President does 
not accept his defeat on this meas- 
ure, there is between him and them 
a political war to the death. 

They comprise the ablest progres- 
sives and the ablest conservatives 
among the Democrats in the Sen- 
ate, whereas the few really able 
Senators supporting the President 
are manifestly sick at heart. So ob- 
viously is this the case that at the 
climax of the struggle, when every 
vote is needed and every ounce of 
influence, the Vice-President of the 
United States has left the field of 
battle and has gone to Texas to 
catch fish, If not even Mr. Garner 
will stay in Washington to fight 
fco~ this bill, what must be the state 
of mind of the President’s nominal 


supporters? 


If the President is wise, he will 
take his losses and quit. He will ask 
Congress to pass only the most 
necessary measures at this session, 
and he will then allow it to adjourn 
to catch its breath, to take a rest, to 
enable everyone to recover his poise 
and his good temper. 

The Government of the United 
States, with such incredible power 
concentrated in the President, has 
become too complicated for an ordi- 
nary human brain. Mr. Roosevelt 


and his advisers have no more than | 


ordinary human brains, and it has 
become impossible for them to 
understand all the questions they 
have undertaken to deal with. 
They are at the point where they 
haven't the time or the energy to 
deal with their problems. 

They need a rest and they need a 
pause. If they do not take a rest, 
if they just plunge ahead asking 
for new powers to deal with more 
and more problems, they will, be- 
cause human nature cannot stand 
the pace, make one ghastly error 


after another. 


The fiasco of the judiciary bill is 
due, at bottom, not to some con- 
sciously sinister design, but to the 
sheer fact that Mr. 
thought it was a good idea, and 
never had the time or the energy 
to take the trouble to study it or to 
ask the advice of competent men. 

Nobody can make decisions as 
momentous as this in odd moments 
amidst a thousand distractions. And 
if there is anybody left who is a 
good enough friend of the President 
to tell him the truth, he will tell 
him now that the real lesson of the 
judiciary bill is that no mortal man 
can chew what the President has 
bitten off. 

If Franklin Roosevelt’s good an- 
gel would grant him a little humil- 
ity, it would help him more than 
anything else.

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Text of Wagner Letter Saying 


Failure to Sign Contracts Violates 
‘Bad Faith’ Clause in His Act 


Law Does Not Require Agreements, but Pre- 
scribes Effort to Reach Them Through 
Collective Bargaining. 


By ‘the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—Follow- 
ing is the text of Senator Robert 
F. Wagner's letter declaring that 


employers who refuse to sign con- 
tracts with their organized em- 
ployes are guilty of “bad faith” un- 
der the National Labor Relatons 
(Wagner) Act: — 

In the New York Times of June 
16, there was printed a letter which 
I wrote to the New York Sun on 
Nov. 2, 1935, dealing with the ques- 
tion of whether employers were re- 
quired by the National Labor Re- 
lations Act to negotiate and sign 
written agreements. This letter 
has been misinterpreted in some 
places, and in view of the current 
interest in the subject matter, I 
desire to state exactly what my po- 
sition has always been and still is. 

When the Government is con- 
fronted by industrial strife of na- 
tion-wide import, there are three 
main alternatives from which to 
select a course of action. 

As a first alternative the Govern- 
ment may ignore the situation en- 
tirely and allow the strife to con- 


tinue, despite the public and pri- 
vate losses involved. Very few 


would now recommend this as a | 


general policy to be embodied in 
law, although in some cases pub- 
lic intervention may be difficult 
or even impossible. 

Against Government Intervention. 

As a second alternative the Gov- 
ernment may swing over to the oth- 
er extreme by jumping into the 
fray and forcing the parties to come 
to definite terms and enter written 
agreements embodying them. This 
represents an advanced form of 
compulsory arbitration. Ultimately, 
it would impose upon the Govern- 
ment itself the responsibility to 
determine all scales of wages and 
hours and all standards of work- 
ing conditions; for no one can 
force an agreement without pre- 
scribing its terms. This would sub- 
stitute an authoritarian state for 
industrial democracy. 

I have always opposed this sec- 
ond alternative. The National La- 
bor Relations Act rejects it. The 
act does not force or require par- 
ties to arrive at either ora! or writ- 
ten agreements, for agreements 
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tere 6 sn mutual consent as to 
their terms and this mutual! consent 
should be voluntary on the part of 
the employer and the worker. Col- 
lective bargaining is a peaceful 
method of striving for this volun- 


tary mutual consent, and it is only | 


collective bargaining that the act 
prescribes. 
What the Law Prescribes. 

The third alternative open to the 
Government, and selected by the 
National Labor Relations Act, takes 
a middle course between these two 
extremes. It neither ignores the 
strife, nor forces the parties into an 
agreement which not they but only 
the Government thinks embodies 
just terms. The act merely em- 
|'bodies the principle of collective 
| bargaining. It gives legal sanction 
to the right to deal collectively 
through chosen representatives, and 
it requires that these representa- 
tives meet together in good faith 
for the purpose of trying through 
their own efforts to reach an agree- 
ment. Experience has proved con- 
clusively that when the parties thus 
meet together in good faith—that 
is, when they bargain collectively— 
they are extremely likely to com- 
pose their differences without fur- 
ther intervention by the Govern- 
ment. In the public interest, it is 
just that the Government require 
them to make this effort. 

This makes it clear that while it 
is not a violation of the National 
Labor Relations Act to fail to reach 
an agreement, it is a vivlation of 
the act to refuse to try in good 
faith to reach an agreement 
through collective bargaining in- 
stead of through strife. 

“Oral Agreement No Agreement.” 

Whether the refusal of the em- 
ployer to enter into and sign a 
written contract with his workers’ 
representatives constitutes a viola- 
tion of the act therefore depends on 
the facts of the particular case. If 
he will not sign a contract because 
no mutually satisfactory agreement 
can be reached as to its terms, 
there is no violation. But if he an- 
nounces or shows that he will not 
sign a written contract even if a 
collective bargaining agreement 
should be reached, then he is not 
trying in good faith to reach an 
agreement and he is violating the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

Why is this true? It is true be- 
cause in the case of a large indus- 
trial dispute an oral agreement is 
no agreement. The complicated 
schedules of wages and hours em- 
braced in a modern collective bar- 
gaining agreement involve hundreds 
or even thousands of words and fig- 
ures. Such an agreement, unless 
reduced to writing, is a mere 
chimera. In most instances it would 
be legally unenforceable; in all in- 
stances it would be practically un- 
observable. It would always be a 
source of constant wrangling, never 
a compact of peace. 

For these reasons the announce- 
ment by a huge corporation that 
it will not, under any circumstances, 
sign a written contract with a 
union is an act of bad faith, negat- 
ing its pious professions of willing- 
ness to observe the National La- 
bor Relations Act by bargaining 
collectively. In my opinion, such 
action is clear violation of the act 
and is certain to produce the most 
virulent manifestations of economic 
strife. It is morally and legally in- 
defensible. 

Justice Hughes’ View. 
I do not think that a single word

Most Divisions of Trade Succeed in Surmounting 
Increasing Handicaps to Progress, Dun 
and Bradstreet Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

| NEW YORK, June 18.—Most divisions of 
| trade succeeded in surmounting increasing 
| handicaps to progress last week, Dun & 
Bradstreet said today in the weekly re- 
view of business. 


“Accumulated summer 
Spurred by warmer weather, 
faster momentum to retail trade,’’ the 
agency said “The broader flow of re- 
orders to wholesalers for seasonal goods re- 
vealed the cautious policy merchants have 
followed in building inventories. An ex- 
tension of the strike map resulted in temp- 
orary unsettiement of production schedules, 
but industries outside the affected zones 
maintained previous operating rates.” 


The agency estimated retail output for 
the country as a whole at from 3 to 6 per 
cent above the preceding week and 12 to 
20 per cent better than a year ago. In- 
dividua! gains in the major areas were: 
New England 10 to 16 per cent; East 16 to 
22; Midwest 10 to 20; Northwest 15 to 
21; South 18 to 35; Southwest 12 to 22, 
| and Pacific Coast 10 to 18. 

On the retail front the review said 
interest spread to nearly all departments 
with summer needs outranking other pur- 
chases. Special “Father's Day” promo- 
tions made a substantial contribution to 
the output and June weddings provided 
some firms with the largest volume of 
business in years. 

Requirements through July and August 
were covered more generously in wholesale 
markets, the agency said, adding that 
rising farm income and increased wage 
Scaies were important factors in inducing 
retailers to cover ahead.

Defense

ESTERDAY I analyzed a hand 
y in which a defender’s haste to 

establish tricks was fatal. I 
pointed out that, in a broad sense, 
problems of defense can be divided 
into two categories—one where the 
need for immediacy is apparent, 
the other where the best plan is to 
sit tight and wait for the declarer 
to concede unavoidable losers. It 
is not always possible for the de- 
fenders to determine which of these 
plans is advisable, and on these 
occasions they are indeed “on the 
spot.” Usually, however, analysis of 
the cards in sight in connection 
with the previous bidding will 
point out whether aggressive or 
waiting tactics should be used. In 
the hand shown below, the correct 
defense should have been obvious 
to East:

North’s three club bid was far 
from good. Since Southjhad taken 
no action over the he bid, North 
had no right to feel there was a 
good chance for game. He had ex- 
cellent defense against the oppo- 
nents’ no trump and should not 
have warned them away from that 
contract. It must be admitted, 
however, that the three club bid 
turned out well. 


West decided to make a surprise 
attack and, instead of opening part- 
ner’s suit, led the deuce of dia- 
monds. Dummy played the jack 
and East's king held the trick. East 
then made a fatal.error. One the 
hope that partner had led from a 
five-card diamond suit and would 
duck a return lead, thus leaving a 
diamond communication card in 
East’s hand, East returned the nine 
of diamonds. Unfortunately for the 
defenders, this play clinched the 
contract, since it established a dia- 
mond trick in dummy for the ninth 
trick. 


If East had done a little counting 
of tricks he would have seen the 
complete fallacy of his “reasoning” 
about the length of West’s diamond 
suit. Seven club tricks were star- 
ing East in the face. The heart 
king was absolutely marked in de- 
clarer’s hand, as was the spade ace! 
It was this latter factor with which 


‘East should have reckoned. Had 


West held the spade ace, in addi- 
tion to-the diamond ace already 
shown, he either would have taken 
more action over the original heart 
bid or would have doubled the final 
contract.

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made us all familiar, is full of ex- 
cellent hints for self-management, 
and Charles Baudowin’s book, “Sug- 
gestion and Autosuggestion,” can 
be read to great advantage by many 
who do not follow him with full 
agreement; and there are several 
small handbooks on Coue’s system 
which are worth studying. But it 
is not for nothing that the fad 
which was once so widespread has 
faded away. In spite of all warn- 
ings, to many of those who attempt- 
ed self-cure ended by reinforcing 
the troubles they set out to banish. 

You are advised to use, first, a 
minimum of will—just enough to 
decide to try a new process, Then, 
as in the Nancy school, the imag- 
ination takes over until your mind 
is clear, cool, and “pleasant” in 
tone; not confused, diverted, trou- 
bled or foggy. 


The difference lies just here: in 
intensive autosuggestion there is a 
serious danger that the mind will 
get as out of touch with reality in 
the other direction as it was in 
its day-dreaming or depression; 
that it will become, as the French 
say, exaltee, a word for which we 
have no exact and _ satisfactory 
equivalent. But “extravagantly 
elated” is about what exaltee im- 
plies, a state of mental intoxication 
as dangerous as it is temporarily 
delightful. You cannot live on those 
peaks; and if you could, you would, 
again, find yourself unable to act 
effectively in the world of reality. 
Without such action you are as far 
from success, as deep in self-delu- 
sion, as ever. 


Confident, steady, freely-flowing 
action is what we need, Then safe 
delight begins. The mind, cleared of 
its doubts, begins to expand and 
enjoy its own activity; the rewards 
of satisfactory action begin to show 
themselves. An elation which has 
nothing to do with delusion or hyp- 
notism naturally follows, and has 
no later reaction to nullify it. 

Second, the advice is not to make 
“affirmations” such as “I cannot 
fail,” “I am successful in all I do,” 
and so on. This procedure, which 
is helpful with many, has too much 
in common with . auto-hypnotism 
for those who do not thoroughly un- 
derstand the principle on which 
they are working as they follow it. 
There is much to admire in the 
philosophy behind those religions

there is an ultimate Unity behind 
the duality or diversity of the world 
seems an inescapable conclusion.

must at least act as if the constitu- 
tion of the world were dual, almost

\) eee by prosaic common sense 
when we try to use the “af- 
firmative” method, and for one 
who can successfully make use of 
it there are a hunded who feel lu- 
dicrous when doing so. There are 
Others who succeed for a while 
and then find themselves worse off 
than before. There is no disap- 
proval whatever for the method 
when used by those for whom it 
is, we might say, temperamentally 
suitable. But for skeptics of even 
a mild order it is likely to be more 
irritating than helpful. 

Thirdly, the advice is not to dash 
out and impress others by posing, 
pretending or downright lying 
about one’s successfulness. The 
only one to impress, at least at 
first, is yourself, and that only to 
the extent of making for yourself 
a congenial working atmosphere. 
The recommendation,:once more, is 
simply this: Act as if it were im- 
possible to fail. 

Then, above all, you are not ad- 
vised to engage in still one more 
fantasy about success, a somewhat 
more detailed and circumstantial 
fantasy than you have _ pushed 
yourself to before, but still bearing 
signs of its kinship to your former 
day-dreaming. In this case the use 
of the imagination is quite differ- 
ent, and worth a little detailed 
scrutiny later. 

Long before Freud made his con- 
tribution to modern thought, Pico 
della Mirandola, in a_ treatise 
called De Imaginatione—Concern- 
ing the Imagination—was discrim- 
inating between two kinds of rev- 
ery: the one retrograde, backward- 
turning, keeping the man from his 
man’s work, prolonging irresponsi- 
bility and mental childhood; the 
other the true imagination, was 
found to be a successful man. 

An aphorism of Joubert, which 
denies the fine name of Imagina- 
tion to the former type of revery, 
is perhaps the neatest definition

ordinary “distinguishing”: “Fancy,” 
he ‘ae iactty Reasemam faculty, is very 
different fr imagination, which 
is intellectual.

It is the latter creative imagina- 
tion which is to be called on, and 
if that fact is kept fully in mind 
there will be no danger of slipping 
once more into the bad old habit of 
dreaming the world into a different 
shape while life slips away. Re- 
member again that “Success de- 
pends on ‘a plus condition of mind 
and body, on power of work, on 
courage.” It is that idea which 
must be held firmly in mind: that 
the test of whether or not one is 
dreaming or imagining correctly is 
whether or not action follows the 
mental work. Any mental activity 
which turns backward for longer 
than it takes to correct a mistake 
and to replace an unsatisfactory 
habit with a good one, is minus, 
and cannot be continued if you 
hope to lead a fuller life. 

You set for yourself in advance 
the hours in which you will work. 
Within those hours, and as part of 
that work, you first clear and free 
your mind. When this has brought 
you to a pleasant, confident, quiet 
state, you are ready to get at the 
work proper. The first part of the 
time is spent clearing the decks for 
action. You clear the decks; you 
act.
